Within  these  pages  we  proudly  present  one  of  the  finest  collections  of  Early 
Americana  Numismatica  ever  assembled. 

This  collection  was  formed  by  Mr.  C.  H.  Stearns  of  ^X^akefield,  Mass,  primarily 
in  Boston  and  New  York  which  were  America’s  Numismatic  capitals  during  the 
1880’s  and  1890’s.  This  was  unquestionably  the  greatest  era  in  U.  S.  numismatics. 
Among  Mr.  Stearns’  contemporaries  and  advisors  were  the  historically  significant 
names  of  Mickley,  Parmalee,  Crosby  and  Appleton.  The  coins  were  exhibited  at 
the  Boston  Numismatic  Society  meetings  and  elsewhere  during  this  period  and 
we  find  a  number  of  references  to  it  in  the  American  Journal  of  Numismatics 
and  other  early  publications. 

In  the  journal  "Numismatics  of  Massachusetts”,  published  by  the  Mass.  Historical 
Society,  the  author,  Mr.  Malcolm  Storer  stated  in  the  preface,  "I  wish  to  express 
my  thanks  to  Mr.  H.  A.  Gray  and  Mr.  F.  H.  Shumway  who  have  been  inde¬ 
fatigable  in  their  search  for  specimens  and  to  Mr.  C.  H.  Stearns  whose  unrivaled 
knowledge  of  the  Mass.  Colonial  Coinage  has  been  of  great  assistance.” 

The  collection  then  passed  through  two  generations  of  the  Stearns  family  ending 
with  Mr.  George  M.  Stearns,  the  grandson  of  the  original  owner.  Mr.  G.  M.  Stearns 
continued  to  acquire  superior  specimens  whenever  available.  With  the  demise  of 
Mr.  G.  M.  Stearns  ended  a  great  family  tradition  in  New  England  numismatics. 

In  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  the  family,  this  collection  is  now  being  offered 
to  the  numismatic  fraternity  in  the  hope  that  these  coins  may  again  bring  the 
great  pleasure  and  delight  to  other  informed  numismatists  that  the  Messrs.  Stearns 
enjoyed.
